Thousands See Noon - Day 
Blaze—Damage Estimated 
at $2500. 


About 80 persons were routed 
from the Laclede Hotel, Sixth and 
Chestnut streets, when fire broke 
out in the 67-year-old building 
shortly before noon today.

The new 100-foot extension 
ladder recently purchased by the 
department was used for the first 
time. Firemen climbed it to the 
roof and poured water on the 
flames. 

Firemen also attacked the fire 
from the roof of the five-story 
LaSalle Hotel, adjoining on the 
east.

In the streets below, 
thousands of noonday sightseers 
gathered. Firemen used 16 hose 
lines. Sixteen pumpers and six 
eerial ladders were at the scene.

| The hotel is operated by David 
Muchnick and is owned by the 
Griswold estate, whose agent is 
Morris Tucker. 

There have been four fires at 
the hotel prior to today’s. On Feb. 
28, 1940, two fires routed 186 guests 
and caused damage estimated at 
$2500. On Jan. 6, 1936, fire in the 
basement of the hotel routed 125 
guests. Seven firemen were over 
come by smoke and gas. Damage 
was estimated at $2700. In May, 
1939, there was a small fire in the 
hotel office. The building has 
iwood floors and wide wood stair- 
ways.

“lease-lend” bill and particularly 
Clark, who denounced Carter in 
resounding language. 

“IT had always assumed he wrote 
under an alias because he was 
ashamed of his own name,” Clark 
said, “but in the last few weeks 
I have become acquainted with 
some of his relatives and I find 
that the fact that he writes under 
an alias is the only spark of de- 
cency, so far as I know, he has 
ever had. He is: ashamed to put 
out the stuff he writes under his 
own name because he _ evidently 
comes from a decent family.” 
After paying Carter similar com- 
pliments, Clark concluded: “I dare 
Mr. John Franklin Carter to get 
within arm’s reach of me and make 
any such remark.”

Allegiing that the company has 
been operating at a loss for sev- 
eral months, the petition states that 
the concern’s assets are $100,000— 
mostly in its stock of liquor—and 
its debts in excess of $130,000, 

The petitioning creditors are: Na- 
tional Distillers Products Co., $68,- 
741; Terre Haute Brewing Co., 
$205, and Mrs. Dorothy Molasky, 
$37,000.

Snider asked for the death penalty, 
describing McClain as “cold as ice 
and without conscience.” 

Testifying in his own defense, 
McClain, who is 30 years old, had 
repudiated a confession made last 
June and attempted to shift blame 
for the killing to two drinking com- 
panions, who had testified for the 
State. The trial has been in prog- 
ress for more than a week. 

Bouckaert, a brother of Alder 
man Philip Bouckaert, was killed 
last March 28 as he and his wife 
walked through a dark alley near 
their home at 2821 South Third 
street.

Argentine Pact Stipulates 
Pipeline Be Made Availa- 
ble to Fields Taken From 
Firm by Bolivia.

BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 22 (by 
Clipper).—Oil, railroads, high inter- 
national finance, exports and im- 
ports have all gone into the mak- 
ing of a new Bolivian-Argentine 
convention signed here Feb. 10. 

Only criticism so far has been 
voiced by La Prensa, powerful and 
conservative morning paper of 
Buenos Aires, which considers the 
terms too vague and committing 
Argentina to unknown expendi- 
tures. Neither party has ratified 
the pact as yet. 

Without mentioning the matter 
specifically, the convention is be- 
lieved to contain a_ provision 
whereby the Standard Oil Co. pipe- 
line, from Agua Blanea to Manuel 
Elardi, may. be called on to trans- 
port oil produced by the Bolivian 
state oil fields administration, from 
fields confiscated from the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. in 1987. 

This provision is worded curi- 
ously. It states that the Argentine 
Gevernment will construct or 
“make available” (habilitara) an 
oil pipeline joining the Bolivian oil 


‘fields on the Bermejo River with 


Oran, a small town on the railroad, 
or with another station on the 
Central Northern Argentine Rail- 


road. 
Probable Route. 

At present, the Argentine state 
oil fields administration—known as 
Yacimientos Petroliferos Fiscales, 
or F. P. F.—has a pipeline operat- 
ing between its refinery at Oran 
on the Rio Pescado, a tributary 
of the Bermejo River. Any new 
pipeline constructed presumably 
would run northwards from Rio 
Pescado to Agua Blanca, on the 
right bank of the Bermejo River, 
and perhaps crossing that river 
into Bolivia. 

However, there is the already 
mentioned Standard Oil pipeline 
from Agua Blanca to Manuel 
Elardi, a diminutive agglomeration 
of houses, near Embarcacion, where 
Standard Oil has a small refinery. 


Should the “make. available” sec-) 


tion of the agreement bé invoked, 
it is presuméd this is the pipeline 
implied for/that purpose. What 
the legal basis for such an arrange- 
ment would be is still nebulous. 
Le Prenga’s principal objection is 
to the financial and railroad provi- 
sions of the convention. These pro- 
vide that 2,000,000 pesos, or slightly 
less than $500,000, shall be advanced 
Bolivia to make oil soundings in 
the Sanandita region. While ex-

TOKYO, March 5 (AP).—Japan’s 
efforts to arrange a peace settle- 
ment between French Indo-China 
and Thailand still were short of 
success tonight, but it was authori- 
tatively indicated that only tech- 
nical details remained to be worked 
out. 

It was said the French still had 
not accepted in full the settlement 
plan offered by Japan as mediator, 
although Charles Arsene Henry, 
French Ambassador, visited the 
Foreign Office today for further 
discussion of details. 

He failed to see Foreign Minister 
Yosuke Matsuoka, who was said to 
have insisted on a “final” French 
answer by noon today (9 p. m. yes- 
terday St. Louis time), but con- 
ferred with Hajime Matsumiya, 
high ranking diplomat specially as- 
signed to Japanese-Indo-Chinese 
questions. 

Informed quarters said an imme- 
diate solution was unlikely, but that 
negotiations were continuing. Mean- 
while it was not clear what dispo- 
sition would be made regarding 
the twice-extended Thailand-Indo- 
China armistice, now due to expire 
Friday. There were unconfirmed 
reports it would be extended again. 

Thailand already has replied—re- 
ported favorably—to the Japanese 
proposals which would give it ter- 
ritorial concessions. 

Premier Prince Fumimaro Ko- 
moye conferred in the afternoon 
with Emperor Hirohito, and Domei 
(Japanese news agency) said “mat- 
ters relating to the general state 
of affairs” were discussed. 

The opinion was expressed that 
only a favorable French reply to 
the Japanese terms would prevent 
serious developments—possibly the 
“forceful action” which Japan men- 
tioned as an alternative to accept- 
ance of the proposals by the orig- 
inal deadline. 

The newspaper Asahi, predicting 
resumption of the fighting if 
France’s answer were not “satis- 
factory,” said Matsuoka had point- 
ed out to the French Ambassador 
“France’s insincere attitude, using 
strong terms and declaring the sit- 
uation prevents any further delay.” 

Japanese newspapers said details 
had been worked out for ft 
evacuation of Japanese from Indo- 
China, with one steamer waiting 
at Saigon and two others at Hanoi. 

Terms of Japan’s latest proposal 
for the settlement have not been 
disclosed, but it was indicated 
Thailand was to get at least part 
of the territory it claimed from 
Cambodia and Laos provinces.

Two Machines Carrying Sol-

The troops, returning from a 
night-off at Lowell, were taken to 
Fort Devens for treatment. Only 
nine required medical aid and none 
was seriously hurt. 

The busses wére on regularly 
scheduled midnight trips from 
Lowell to the cantonment, about an 
hour’s drive. 

The second bus, running about 
200 feet behind the first one, 
sheared off the top of the automo- 
bile and pinned its occupants in a 
mass of wreckage against a stone 
wall,

For More Negro Policemen. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
1 are approximately 1600 de- 

tective and policemen in the City 
Police partment and only about 20 
are Negroes, At one time, there were 32 
on the force. Through deaths and dis- 
missals, this number has dwindled to 
about 20, which is approximately 1.2 per 
cent of the total force. 

Since Negroes comprise approximately 
one-tenth of the city’s population, in fair- 
ness, Negroes should have no fewer than 
100 on the police force.

EGARDLESS.of the validity of your

A NEW RAID. 
A new political raid on Missouri’s relief. funds— 
such as they are—is in the making. 

The letter-writing politicians of Jefferson City 

long ago discovered how the old-age pension rolls 
could be’ misused. No doubt, it has been galling 
to these representatives of the people to realize that 
State funds were being expended for other types of 
relief without the same easy benefit to them’ on 
election -day. 
Certainly, they tried to do something about this. 
And now they are trying again. Their plan is 
simple enough. They would have the State—and, 
of course, the generous Federal Government—con- 
tinue to provide money for the aid of dependent 
children and so on. But they would take the actual 
distribution of this out of the hands of the Social 
Security Commission and turn it over to local com- 
mittees in every county. In other words, they would 
put it in the hands of their own courthouse rings, 
their own little machines. And for good measure, 
they would turn over the old-age funds, too. It 
would be easier to keep tab on the voters. 

A bill for this purpose has just been introduced by 
Representative Roy Hamlin of Hannibal. Certain 
pious arguments are advanced in its favor, notably 
that there is now too great a lag between the filing 
of an application of relief and the time the case is 
investigated and assistance is finally granted. 

This complaint is not without foundation, but it is 
true primarily because the Legislature has, so far, 
refused to provide sufficient funds for the adequate 
administration of relief, and, further, because it has 
refused to grant anything like nearly enough money 
to meet the need. Overworked investigators are 
forced to seize on every possible technicality in re- 
jecting applicants so that the State’s pittance may 
be stretched to cover at least the very neediest of 
cases. In spite of all the good will in the world, 
delay and injustice are inevitable under these cir- 
cumstances. 

However, these patent wrongs will not be corrected 
by turning relief funds over to the courthouse poli- 
ticians. Oh, they will get persons’ names on the 
rolls in a hurry all right, but what persons? City 
ward-heelers keep their bailiwicks in line through 
a judicious distribution of Thanksgiving baskets. 
The courthouse boys would do it with relief checks. 
It’s easier on the organization’s treasury. 

The Hamlin bill is faithful to the best pork barrel 
and hokum traditions. It even promises to raise old- 
age pensions and children’s aid to as much as $60 a 
month. Nothing is said about $13.50 direct relief, 
but then, in this classification, the Government does 
not match State appropriations dollar for dollar. 

There are those who, as a result of Gov. Donnell’s 
inaugural recommendation of an investigation into 
relief delays, have begun to talk of turning the job 
back to the communities. Those who are not merely 
trying to pass the buck, trying to get out from 
under an inescapable obligation, should be able to 
see in direct relief what happens when aid is decen- 
tralized. 

The Federal Government turned direct relief back 
to the states with the very valid argument that the 
need for it did not grow out of an emergency. Local- 
ities always had been responsible for their unemploy- 
ables, the people who largely make up the direct 
relief group. But in Missouri, the State has simply 
refused to meet its obligation adequately. If this 
burden were returned to the individual communities, 
many of them simply would be unable to shoulder 
it. And, in a general way, this applies to all other 
forms of relief. 

Counties and towns cannot or will not set up ade- 
quate relief programs. But if State and Federal 
funds are turned over to county politicians for dis- 
tribution, that is another matter. How the court- 
house boys would welcome it! But would it save 
the State any money? Would the legislators hold 
themselves to reasonable appropriations if their own 
precinct captains were passing out the checks? And 
would the inevitable political tests for applicants 
reduce the hunger in the land? 

Campaign chests must not be filled with relief 
money. 
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AT ONE FELL LICK.

Mr. Donnell is the only Republican on the rost 


of State officials. In addition, both houses of the 
Legislature are heavily Democratic. A petition con-/ 


testing his election was filed yesterday, and a wave 
of partisan rancor remains from the Democratic 
machine’s attempt, balked by the State Supreme 
Court, to steal the office. Other Governors have been 
able to get things done by means of political power: 
Mr. Donnell has only his personal resources with 
which to make a record. . 

It was plain from his moderately worded inaugu 
address, with its admirable program for the State 
and its indorsement of his predecessor’s proposals, 
that Gov. Donnell intends to stress the non-partisan 
aspects of working for the welfare of Missouri’s peo- 
ple. In his week at Jefferson City, he has conferred 
with legislative leaders of both parties, including his 
bitterest opponents in the scheme. to keep him out 


of office. He has dealt considerately with State offi- 


cials, even to the extent of offering to call on them 
to discuss official business instead of summoning 
them into his presence. 

An especially good omen is the fact that Gov. 
Donnell is judiciously holding off on making his 
appointments. Members of the Republican organ- 
ization may be trying to‘ rush him on the matter 
of State jobs, but the Governor insists on taking 
his time. One party leader is quoted as saying that 
“Donnell is going to be highly satisfactory to every- 
body except the Republican organization.” 

It is exceptional that a new officeholder should 
be able to resist the. temptation to pass out the 
rewards immediately to thoge who helped elect him. 
But Gov. Donnell is obviously thinking of how the 
State’s business can best be conducted, rather than 
how his supporters can be paid off. 

Such an attitude as Gov. Donnell has adopted is 
the sensible thing. His position should make plain 
to every Missouri party member, Democrat or Re- 
publican, the fact that good government is above 
partisanship. — 

Gov. Donnell’s success or failure rests on his talents 
as a non-partisan leader. He is making an excellent 
start. If he is frustrated by failure of. the legisla- 
tors or other officials to co-operate, then the people 
will know where to assess responsibility. 
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READY FOR ANYTHING. 

St. Louis is an extremely inland city—some 1000 
miles from the Atlantic Ocean, 2200 miles from the 
Pacific and 750 miles from the Gulf of Mexico—but 
it isn’t going to be caught napping. Not at least if 
Mayor Dickmann’s forthcoming civilian protective 
committee can help it. Hitler may be stymied on the 
English Channel and snarled'in the Balkans, but 
the Mayor is proud to report that St. Louis’ defense 
plans are more comprehensive than those of any other 
city in the country. Subcommittees will get busy 
right away to prepare for evacuating civilians, build- 
ing bomb shelters, fighting fires, rescuing raid vic- 
tims and general police work as the bombs fall. 

St. Louis shouldn’t have to wait until Der Tag 
to reap the benefits of this ambitious program. There 
are thousands of civilians who ought to be evacuated 
from their present slum dwellings right away. Our 
firemen need a lot of new equipment. Automobile 
fatalities provide a police problem now, without wait- 
ing for the blackout. Bomb shelters might well 
take the form of that subway leading downtown from 
the West End that St. Louis has been dreaming about 
for so long.

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THE KEET MARRIAGE HEALTH BILL. 
Missouri has lagged sadly behind the procession 
of states (now 20 in all) which protect their people 


against venereal disease by means of lawé requiring. 


pre-marital tests. Now, with introduction of the 
sound, sensible, workable bill of Representative James 
Keet of Springfield, the Legislature has another op- 
portunity to give this protection to Missourians, and 
also to cut off the influx of thoughtless couples 
from Illinois, who come across the line to marry 
and thus evade their own State’s law. 

Unfortunately, there may be some confusion in the 
Legislature because another bill on the same subject 
has been introduced by Senator Kinney of St. Louis. 
However, a brief study will show any legislator that 
the Keet bill is preferable by far. This bill requires 
only the simple blood test for syphilis, the major 
venereal scourge. The Kinney bill requires also phy- 
sical examinations for other diseases. These examina- 
tions are difficult, may be embarrassing and have 
not yet developed the high accuracy of the syphilis 
blood test. ‘ 

Missouri failed to get this badly needed health 
law two years ago because of a conflict in the Legis- 
lature over two bills of this sort. The facts should 
be widely enough known by this time so that no 
disagreement need develop. Passage of the Keet bill 
will mean a major contribution to the health of Mis- 
sourians, and of generations still unborn. 
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A BLOW FOR BOSS HAGUE. 

How much would New Jersey’s new Democratic 
Governor, Charles Edison, the inventor’s son; be 
under the thumb of Mayor Frank Hague, Demo- 
cratic Boss of the State?

NEW brand of imperialism is fast gain- 
Av favor in this country. It sells read- 
* *ily. The market is pretty well cleaned 
out of the old stock brands and those that 
are left carry trade names like “New Order” 
and “Lebensraum.” Neither one attracts 
fastidious American buyers who long to get 
their teeth into something that is guaranteed 
pure and has a nice sweet flavor. 

The new brand is put out under a variety 
of labels. Mr. Luce in a very large advertise- 
ment in his magazine Life calls it the “Amer- 
ican Century.” Dorothy Thompson describes 
it as a “Call to Destiny,” and uses other 
language that might have come out of a 
spring seed catalogue. But the new Ameri- 
can imperialism, under whatever trademark 
it is sold, is dangerous food for democrats. 

Let’s look at the claims made for this 
product. They are persuasive and alluring. 
Boiled down to their essence, they amount 
to this: the United States has set its hand to 
the task of helping Britain defeat Hitler. 
But “helping Britain” is a euphemism. What 
we are really doing is to help win a war 
which will establish the United States as 
the dominant Power in the world. 

In 1918, we muffed the opportunity to re- 
construct’ the world according to our own 
ideas. This time, we cannot afford to hesi- 
tate; we must seize the leadership of the 
world, lay down our own peace terms and 
create -an American “new order” in which 
democratic ideals shall rule, 


Sounds nice, doesn’t it? But at the same 
time, doesn’t it also sound faintly remi- 
niscent? Echoes ring in the ears. Ghosts 
wander the corridors of the brain. “Mani- 
fest destiny.” “Anglo-Saxon justice.” “The 
white man’s burden.” Is this new imperial- 
ism nothing more than Kipling in modern 
dress? We'd better study the prospectus a 
little more closely. 

Henry Luce lays out a fairly comprehen- 
sive program for the American century. We 
are, first, to insure the freedom of the seas 
and become “the dynamic leader of world 
trade.” (Asia alone, he says, will be worth 
“four, five, 10 billion dollars a year” to us 
if we have the guts to think in those terms.) 

We are also to provide the planet with 
technical and artistic skills, distributing 
“throughout the world” our “engineers, sci- 
entists, doctors, movie men, makers of en- 
tertainnient, developers of airlines, builders 
of roads, teachers, educators.” Third, we 
are to feed the world, sending our food sur- 
pluses “to the four corners of the globe as 
a free gift... to every man, woman and 
child ... who is really hungry.” And, fourth, 
we are to be the “powerhouse of the ideals 
of freedom and justice,” shipping these, too, 
to nations which at best have only a nodding 
acquaintance with a set of values “especial- 
ly American.” 

Dorothy Thompson, in a column devoted 
to Mr. Luce, approved letter by letter his 
formula of “internationalism.” “To Ameri- 
canize enough of the world so that we 
shall have a climate and environment fa- 
vorable to our growth is indeed a call to 
destiny.” And she, too, wants the United 
States to spread reforms which will “bring 
about a reconstruction of a larger part of 
the world in harmony with freedom and 
an honest promise of prosperity for all.” 


Luce Thinking 


Program urged by publisher of Life and by Dorothy Thompson is 
called “new brand of imperialism” and roundly condemned by 
editor; plan is large and awe-inspiring, but also smug and undemo- 
cratic; like Hitler’s “New Order” in setting up one race as superior,

Miss Thompson is more explicit than Mr. 
Luce in her idea of what the call to destiny 
should mean. Ate recent Town Hall meet- 
ing in Washington, she frankly committed 
the future to the “English-speaking world.” 
The Anglo-Saxon tradition, she said, had 
given mankind the words “freedom,” “par- 
liament,” “congress,” “suffrage” and “rule 
of the people.” It also had produced the 
word “gentleman.” And she developed the 
curious theory that whereas the “Germanic 
world of Hitler thinks that man is deter- 
mined by his blood,” the English-speaking 
world “holds the idea that man is deter- 
mined by his speech, by his mind and by 
his soul ... and the English language in- 
stead of being the great separater of men 
has been the great uniter of men.” 


If on first reading this sentence seems to 
mean simply nothing, on second reading it 
quite clearly implies that people who speak 
English develop into a higher order of being 
than ‘the poor devils who have been deprived 
of the master tongue. And this interpreta- 
tion seems to be borne out by the three 
sentences which follow: 

“The triumph of the English-speaking 
world does not lie in its racial supremacy, 
or in its power to subject other races to it. 
It lies in its incomparable power to assimi- 
late other nations and races to itself. The 
United States . . . is composed of millions 
who once spoke Italian, or German, or Mag- 
yar, or almost any other language.” 

In other words, the potency of the Anglo- 
Saxon tradition and the English language 
is sufficient to elevate to equality even those 
leaser breeds without the lingo—if only they 
come within range. 

And so a super-race is being created which 
will rule the world-to-be. It’s being created 
by a simple process of verbal osmosis; and 
no one can possibly say that this is not a 
nicer way to glory than Hitler’s. Nicer, but 
still thoroughly dangerous and misleading. 

The Luce-Thompson brand of imperial- 
ism is magnanimous and benevolent, it is 
large and awe-inspiring. It is also smug, 
self-righteous, superior and fatuously lack- 
ing in a decent regard for the susceptibili- 
ties of the rest of mankind. These particu- 
lar qualities are the typical stigmata of the 
Anglo-Saxon in his role as imperialist. Miss 
Thompson and Mr. Luce are undoubtedly 
moved by the noblest aspirations, but so was 
Ceci] Rhodes, 


The whole idea of a future order domi- 
mated by an English-speaking union dom- 
inated by the United States is deceptive as 
well as dangerous. It creates a new myth 
of superiority to justify a national role 
which would ‘be morally intolerable on any 
other score. But the myth is equally intol- 
erable. Are nations relegated to a lower 
stratum likely to be better pleased because 
they are demoted on grounds of 
and tradition rather than of blood? 

The fact is, no democratic basig for na- 
tional dominance can be found in any for- 
mula, no matter how you slice it. It can- 
not be found because it does not exist. And 


‘a new order rooted in such a concept will 


blow over at the first breeze of revolution 
or else it will grow up into a greedy im- 
perialism like those that preceded it. You 
don’t nourish honest internationalism with 
nonsense about “destiny” and “Anglo-Saxon 
traditions” and an “American century.”

Publication of the daily pollen 
count for this season begins today 
in the weather data on page one of 
the Post-Dispatch. Begun in the 
ragweed season last fall on repeat- 


fever, the practice was approved 
in a number of letters to the editor 
td not only patients but also physi- 


The figure, obtained from a well- 
known specialist, represents the 
average number of pollen grains 
in a cubic yard of air in the 24 
hours up to 9 a. m. of the day of 
publication. It is based on micro- 
scopic count of the grains settling 
in 24 hours on a slide exposed in 
an upper window of the Missouri 
Theater Building. 

Count for Day Is Six. 
Today’s count was elm, 2; cedar, 
4. Allergists find that some of 
their patients are likely to have 
hay-fever symptoms when the fig- 
ure exceeds 25 for any one kind of 
pollen, 

Following Sunday’s March wind, 
Dr. Hansel told the East Side 
garden clubs, the count was what 
the allergists call “significant” for 
the first time this year—48 grains, 
including 19 of elm pollen,. one 
maple and 28 cedar, 

The organizations, including the 
St. Clair County and several other 
Garden Clubs, invited Dr. Hansel 
and Supt. George H. Pring of 
Shaw’s Garden, president of St. 
Louis Horticultural Society, to dis- 
cuss the botanical and health as- 
pects of their 1941 beautification 
program. A weed, commented 
Pring, is “any plant growing where 
you don’t want it,” frequently com- 
plicated by tin cans and ash-heaps. 
While that definition covers the 
worst cause of hay fever, ragweed, 
Dr. Hansel cautioned, a great deal 
of hay-fever is caused by things 
“growing where you want them.” 
For example, he explained, the 
pollen of stately elms and rugged 
cedars which may start it off will 
be followed in a few days by ma- 
ple; in late March by cottonwoods 
and lombardy poplar and then 
sycamore, and about April 15 by 
oaks. 

After That, Grass Pollen. 
Before the six-week season of 
oak pollen runs its course, said 
Dr. Hansel, the grass season—ac- 
tual cause of “rose” fever—will be 
started off by cherished Kentucky 
bluegrass, taken up by red-top and 
carried through July by timothy, 
from which “hay” fever got its, 
name in 1873. Probably within 24 
hours of Aug. 45, he said, the rag- 
weed crop will begin its two-month 
season of scattering the trouble- 
causing little grains which scien- 
tists have found a mile above 
ground and 500 miles out at sea, 
carried by the faintest air current,

But these problems are hardly 
while the status of dol- 
lar-a-year men, by now a pretty 
academic questian, begins to pre- 
occupy all minds. As yet the' row 
is only a cloud on the horizon, no 
bigger than a man’s hand. Oddly 
enough, the sign of trouble ahead 
was given in John Lord O’Bryan’s 
shakeup. of the Office of Produc- 
tion Management’s legal staff—in 
itself a much-needed step. 

Shortly after his appointment as 
OPM general counsel, O’Bryan 
came to Washington and had a 
talk With Attorney-General Jack- 
son. In this talk, he laid down two 
principles: That his staff should 
be the only lawyers in the OPM, 
and that they should work for 
him and for no one else. At that 
time, William S. Knudsen, Sidney 
Hillman and several other lead- 
ing OPM officials each had their 
own counsel, who tought tigerish- 
ly with one another on behalf of 
their chiefs, even when their 
chiefs agreed. Furthermore, there 
were some OPM lawyers whose 
continuing connection with large 
private law firms created embar- 
rassing conflicts of interest. O’Bry- 
an’s principles were intended to 
remove these difficulties. 


Picks 12 Lawyers. 


ACKSON heartily assented, and 
J O’Bryan then proceeded to ap- 

point his staff as he wished. He 
chose 12 able young lawyers. He in- 
cluded Frederick Eaton, formerly 
Knudsen’s counsel and the target of 
many New Deal attacks, on the 
ground that his legal work was 
brilliant. He took the position, 
however, that no member of his 
staff except himself was to pass 
on questions of policy. He himself 
became personal counsel to Knud- 
sen and Hillman, thus putting out 
of harm’s way Hillman’s former 
counsel, Maxwell Brandwen, a fig- 
ure quite as controversial as Eaton, 
and he assigned good men as coun- 
sel to each of the OPM’s three 
main divisions, priorities, purchas- 
ing and production. 


So far all was serene. The signs 
of trouble ahead arose not from 
what O’Bryan did, but from the 
interpretation put upon it. The 
New Dealers have long complained 
not only of OPM lawyers who still 
retain memberships in private 
firms, but also of OPM business 
men who still collect salaries, or re- 
tain positions in private compa- 


say, is far greater for the business 
men than for the lawyers. Accord- 
ingly, the New Dealers welcomed 
O’Bryan’s decision to require his 
staff to resign from private firms 
as a splendid entering wedge. They 
now hope it will tend to establigh 
the much broader principle that 
Government employment of dollar-. 
i-year men is a mistake in all 
cases. The OPM business men, no 
less alert than the New Dealers, im- 
mediately recognized the impend- 
ing aggression. They are now busy 
worrying about how to ward off 
the attack. 


Probable Outcome. 


S AN example ofthe immediate 
Areruts of this situation, there is 
e matter of appointing a stc- 
cessor to Averell Harriman in the 
OPM raw materials division. The 
business men have settled on an 
extremely competent candidate for 
the job, but since he has great in- 
terests he cannot wholly sacrifice, 
they are hesitating to present his 
name to the President for fear of 
an anti-dollar-a-year-man outcry. 
As the situation develops, more 
and more time is bound to be 


wasted in similar ways. 


As for the eventual outcome of 
thé struggle, that is not difficult 
to foresee. The wise business men 
in the OPM, like William Batt, dep- 
uty chief of the production division, 
and Donald Nelson, chief of the 
purchasing division, have already 
mulled the matter over among 
themselves. Some of them, like 
Batt, have by now resigned all 
their directorships, keeping only 
their jobs in their own companies. 
These, they feel, they cannot re- 
sign, since resignation might mean 
the end of their business careers. 

The business men are both prac- 
tically and politically essential to 
the defense effort. They are’ not 
the only dollar-a-year men in the 
OPM; Sidney Hillman, for exam- 
ple, receives a large salary from 
his labor union, which he is not 
likely to agree to give up. It is in- 
conceivable that the President will 
forcibly eject from the OPM both 
Hillman and the business men. 
Thus, in the end, after much en- 
ergy and many hours have been 
consumed, the row will probably 
produce no more than a rule call- 
ing on OPM officials to list all 
their business connections for the 
public record. 

The wisdom or unwisdom of al- 
lowing men with other interests to 
serve the Government can be de- 
bated until doomsday. The real 
point raised by the row over dol- 
lar-a-year men is that 75 per cent 
of the available energy in the Gov- 
ernment is devoted to non-essential 
or minor issues. Only 25 per cent 
remains for the real job, of getting 
production going in time to win 
the war. Twenty-five per cent of 
the available energy is not enough. 
Indeed, all the energy there is may 
not be encsugh.,.

AN EASTERN CANADIAN

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New light has been shed on the 
early life in St. Louis of Robert 
Campbell, founder of the Campbell 
fortune, in a group of letters found 
recently in the old Campbell house 
on Locust street and made public 
this week as evidence in the suit 
to determine the heirs of Hazlett 
Campbell, the invalid son of Robert. 
The letters, many of them more 
than a century old, are a fragment 
of the correspondence carried on 
by Robert Campbell with his older 
brother, Hugh, who lived in Vir- 
ginia and Philadelphia, and wih 
his mother, brothers and sisters 
who remained in Ireland. 
Although Robert was to stay in 
St. Louis and the West for some 
55 years, the letters show that in 
the 1820s the rest of the Campbell 
clan was considerably displeased 
with what it considered Robert's 
foolhardiness as a fur trader and 
his apparent love of danger, 
Brother’s Complaint. 
“Before I proceed to the usual 
detail of news,” brother Hugh wrote 
to Robert in November, 1828, “al- 
low me to say explicitly that your 
present pursuits neither meet the 
approbation of myself, nor any real 
friend you have. . . , Can it be 
possible, Robert, that you, who were 
raised amidst peace and quietness, 
should @devote yourself to a course 
of life nearly allied to one of blood- 
shed and rapine? me 
“And for what? The gratification 
of a love for adventure, or the ex- 
citement of staking life and liberty 
against fortune. For shame, my 
brother. For the honor of our good 
mother, desist and return to me. I 
beseech you to return to civiliza- 
tion and security.” 
Robert admitted that adventure 
and excitement may have  influ- 
enced his stubborn will to stay in 
the West. But in a letter to his 
sister Anne in 1833 he said: 
“The object in this country, let 
us disguise it as we may, is to 
make money, although we account 
for it under the many feelings of 
excitement, love of adventure (and) 
unrestrained indulgence to al] our 
inclinations without being subject 
to the shackles of society,

Decision to Stay. 
By 1835 Robert had apparently 
decided that the rest of his life 
would be spent in St. Louis and 
the West and that the entreaties of 
his family to return would be ig- 
nored, 


“I am aware that everything 
connected with this Indian country 
is unpopular,” he wrote his broth- 
er Andrew, “but as I am engaged 
in it I neither can nor would re- 
cede,’ Our success has been pretty 
fair and I have much reason to be 
thankful, since all we possess in 
that country is held by such a 
fickle tenure that the misfortune 
of an hour might destroy the labor 
of years.” 


Brother Hugh and Sister Anne 
continually urged Robert to read 
his Bible while he led his danger- 
ous life. There is no record that 
he ever heeded their advice, but 
in the only letter to his mother 
which was found he at least quieted 
his mother’s anxiety about his re- 
ligiougs pursuits, 

“At the forts of Indian traders 
in this country,” he wrote from 
Montana, “the Sabbath is pre- 
served so far as regards manual 
labor.. We have about three or 
four Bibles, one of which I bought 
in Londonderry. It is my intention 
to peruse it, should God grant my 
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health, with more diligence than I 
have heretofore done and, I trust, to 
advantage. I hope the precepts 
you included in my youth will yet 
prove of advantage.”

Never in Handbook, He 
Says; Spending in Excess 
of Income “From Life 
Savings.” 


CHICAGO, March 5 (AP).—Wil- 
Ham R. Skidmore, whom the Gov- 
ernment accused of selling “protec- 
tion” to gambling house operators, 
denied from the witness stand to- 
day that he evaded his Federal in- 
comé tax and declared he never 
had been in a handbook in his life. 

The 68-year-old junkyard opera- 
tor took the stand to deny a charge 
that he evaded $505,000 in taxes 
on his income from 1933 ‘through 
1938. 

He admitted all the expenditures 
brought out by previous witnesses, 


and that they were in excess of his}: 


income, but testified the money had 
come “from my life earnings.” 

Skidmore went down a list of 
Government witnesses, challenging 
their testimony that they knew: 
him and had given him money for 
protection. 

Denies Receiving Payments. 

Of Ezra Leake, who testified he 
paid Skidmore $500 so that he 
might operate a policy wheel with- 
out police interference, the defend- 
ant said: 

“He never gave me five cents. 
He was always out at my place 
touching me for $2 or $3.” 

Asked about Jack Gawsner, a 
hotel manager who testified he paid 
Skidmore $100 a month for about 
eight months to operate North Side 
handbooks, Skidmore said “I never 
saw him in my life.” 

Skidmore said he knew some of 
the Government witnesses “slight- 
ly,” but never received money from 
them. 

Of Sam Drell, who testified he 
paid Skidmore $150 for permission 
to operate a book, Skidmore said, 
“I believe I met him in my office 
in 1932 or 1933, but he didn’t pay 
me any $150.” 

“Did he operate an handbook” 
Skidmore was asked. 

“I don’t know; I never was in a 
handbook,” Skidmore answered.

Wouldn't 
it be silly to expect your child to become a great musician just 
because you purchased an expensive piano and left it sitting 
in the living room for the 18 or 20 years your child is in the 
home? It is no more foolish, however, than to stand in front of 
him doing chores which he should assume. In both the piano 
and the domestic chore situations, you must teach the young- 
ster specifically what to do, or he will not adopt the proper 
habits. He can even observe you play the piano but that will 
not make him a pianist. And don’t think you can shame him 
into carrying in the water from the well, if you live on the 
farm. Dn’t kid yourself into believing that your child will 
learn to be an efficient housekeeper just because you slave 14 
hours per day keeping your own home spotless.

A GOOD EXAMPLE or precept is to be commended, but it 
takes actual effort and action on the part of the child before 
he will ever develop the desired habits. There are plenty of 
great musicians to whom hé may listen as “examples,” but he’ll 
never learn to play till he laboriously goes through the finger 
exercises at the keyboard under a teacher’s urging. “Why 
didn’t you tell me you wanted a bucket of water?” I heard a 
grown farm boy tell his mother, as the old lady stumbled into 
the house with the heavy pail.

If he didn’t love her enough to be attentive, she felt she 
shouldn’t force him to help her. But this is a wrong attitude 
on her part.

A one 
club opening, for example, has not 
nearly as much to be said for it 
defensively. 

The lowered requirements for the 
opening no trump bid constitute 
one of the most important changes 
in the system.

At the second trick, West led the 
eight of hearts. South studied the 
combined hands and decided that 
the diamonds were solid and that 
his only losers were a spade, a 
heart, and the club already lost. 
Fearing a short heart suit in West’s 
hand, he therefore went up with 
dummy’s ace and took out the 
trumps. When diamonds failed to 
break normally, he could not make 
his contract. 

South should have realized that, 
since there were more hearts than 
diamonds out against him, there 
was less chance of one player’s 
holding a singleton heart than a 
singleton diamond. He had to lose 
a heart at some stage, hence he 
might as well finesse dummy’s nine 
at the second trick. Had he done 
this, he could have taken a second 
heart finesse when the diamonds 
failed to break.

Pronunciations are “or DERZ, hor DERVZ,” and the hilari- 
us “horse doovers” as actually paraded by a naive hostess 
before her astonished guests! 

Many sounds in French cannot be exactly reproduced by 
Means of phonetie spelling, but, since every housewife wants to 
Pronounce this phrase correctly (and few do), we'll do the best 
Wwe can with it. 

In hors the “h” and “s” are silent; the pronunciation is sim- 
flar to that of the English word OR. 

In d'oeuvres the (to us) outlandish spelling does suggest 
“doovers,” but the vowel sourid in the first (d’oeu-) syllable is ap- 
Proximately the “u” of urn, burn, but without the “r.” 

The second (-vres) syllable is simply a breatliy “vruh” sound 
made chiefly with the soft palate. The final “s” is not pro- 
Bounced. . 


(Note. There is no difference in pronunciation between the 
singular hors d’oeuvre and the plural hors d’oeuvres. In Amer- 
ica it is customary to serve hors d’oeuvres with a drink before 
dinner. In France hors d'oeuvres are served during dinner im- 
Mediately after the soup.); —

Trumpet When He : Arrived’ From Holland 29 
Years Ago—Now He's Leader of a 'Big-Time’ Band.

HEN Henry Busse arrived in 

New York from his native 

Holland way back in 1912, he 
had only a carpet bag, @ battered 
trumpet, and three dollars in cash. 
At least so the publicity story 
goes, but Band Leader Busse 
thinks his press agent exaggerates 
the situation a little. 

“Tl don’t think I had three dol- 
lars,” he said reflectively. “I be- 
lieve that story gives me the best 
of it.” :; 

Disregarding the problematical 
three pieces of folding green, 
about all Busse did have in those 
early days was a love of music 
and a lot of Dutch determination. 
With the help of both of these he 
has, during the ensuing 29 years 
of his trumpet-tooting career, ex- 
chan@ed that battered trumpet for 
a number of gleaming gold-colored 
ones, and the carpet bag for wam- 
pum bags of gilt-edged currency. 

Like most big-time bandsmen, he 
has come up the ‘long, hard road 
of musical apprenticeship, first 
playing the “joints,” then working 
as a member of first one band then’ 
another, - finally a “name” band;

Pinworm eggs are deposited on 
the ground and on vegetables and 
are picked up by children from 
dirt on the ground or house floor 
or by licking the surface of ap- 
ples, oranges, etc. A striking fact 
is the familial incidence; often en- 
tire families are infected—adults 
and children both. 


The principal symptom is itch- 
ing of the skin.. There is also loss 
of appetite, but. this varies from 
person to person, so that as a 
symptom it is hard to evaluate. 
Night restlessness is very marked. 
These symptoms, true enough, 
may not suggest pinworm infesta- 
tion and often the infection is not 
fouAd unless suspected,

UNDER TREATMENT, the most 
important thing is to dislodge the 
worms from the lower part of the 
To do this, a good 
dose of cathartic salts is used. 
After that the baby should be kept 
on broth and toast for 24 hours 
and given a small dose of some 
drug which will kill the worms, 
The old one was santonin, but the 
best, according to modern research, 
is carbon tetrachloride. This 
should be followed by another dose 
of epsom salts. 

This procedure sweeps the 
worms out of the intestine but 
they must be removed from the 
lowest part of the bowel. This can 
be done first by an enema of three 
ounces of sweet oil every night, 
following in 10 or 15 minutes with 
an enema of a pint of soap suds. 
The worms are caught in the oil 
and washed out by the suds. These 
enemas must be kept up until no 
worms appear and even then for 
some weeks longer.
